that Stahley had chased from cover. 


The gun was in the hands of a

Sanders fired twice while 
Stahley, standing about 
15 feet 


away, chased two squirrels from a 
tree Stahley. who was facing San- 
ders when the gun was fired, was 
peppered from head to foot with 
No. 4 shot.

RAIN IN OCTOBER 


YEAR'S HIGHEST 


Slightly wanner than normal, Oc- 


tober was the wettest month of this 
year with an excess of 4.26 inches of 
precipitation, 
the records of Dr. 


Henry Stewart, local official weather 
observer, revealed today. A total of 
7 66 inches of rain was measured. 


The rains of Otcober exceeded 


even the April showers which came 
to a total of only 7.27 inches. June 
was third highest so far with 6.93 
inches. A measurable amount of 
rain fell on 16 days of the 31 in 
the month and only 13 were listed as 
clear. Eight were recorded as part- 
ly cloudy and 10 as cloudy. 
The 


greatest amount of rain to fall in 
any 24-hour period during the month 
was measured on October 19 when 
2.39 inches fell. 


The mean maximum temperature 


for the month was 63.3 degrees and 
the mean minimum was 43.9 degrees 
with the average for the entire 
month at 53.6 degrees. That aver- 
age is .6 degrees above the normal 
temperature for the month of Oc- 
tober. 


The highest readings were made 


on October 2 and 6 when the mer- 
cury climbed to 82 degrees. The low- 
est temperature was reached a week 
ago today when a new low for the 
season of 26 degrees was registered.

IT'S ODD 


But It's Science 


(By The Associated Pn-ss) 


Ithaca, N. Y. fAP).—Cornell uni- 


versity nutritionists have converted 
cod liver oil into a substance re- 
sembling butter. 


The new cod liver butter is one 


step in search for a form of the oil 
free from heart poison. In animal 
experiments the Cornell animal nu- 
trition laboratory found that too 
much of the oil in feed permanent- 
ly damages the heart. The danger 
was traced down to a small fraction 
of the oil. 


The Cornell laboratory found that 


commercially the cod liver oil con- 
centrates sold for animal feed were 
not harmful—that apparently most 
of the "bad fraction" was out. 


The new butter, the nutrition 


laboratory reports to the American 
Chemical Society, is free from the 
heart poison. But the butter has 
also lost some of its vitamins, about 
10 per cent of them. 


1C is not believed that'the vita- 


mins are inseparably bound to the 
heart poison' and the Cornell lab- 
oratory is trying to make a cod liver 
butter with a full charge of vita- 
mins. 


The butter is made by hydrogena- 


tion. a chemical process that adds 
hydrogen to the oil.

There are three types of blades- 


forged, beveled, and stamped. The 
forged steel blade, properly harden- 
ed and tempered is satisfactory. Such 
a blade tapers from the back to the 
cutting edge and from the handle to 
the blade. This-produces a strong 
blade at the hand and a flexible one 
at the point. It also increaseb the 
ease of cutting. If it has a shoulder 
at the handle and it is surely a 
forged knife. 


Beveled knives taper from the 


back to the blade and if made from 
good steel are satisfactory. 
The 


stamped blades are cheapest and are 
made by stamping them out of steel 
or stainless iron. 
The service de- 


pends on the carbon content of the 
steel. 


Miss Adams suggests to try the 


handles of knives before buying. 
They should fit into the hand com- 
fortably and there should be good 
balance between the handle and the 
blade. 


Fine grade woods which do not 


split make good handles. The blade 
should run at least half way through 
the handle and be joined with two 
or more rivets showing on both sides. 
A shield between the handle and the 
blade helps to protect the handle. 
Buy knives stamped with the name 
of the manufacturer; they usually 
give better satisfaction than those 
carrying no stamp.

Serve a Double Purpose 


Many shrubs and small trees serve 


a double purpose in the gardening 
scheme, providing both spring bloom 
and autumnal color. The native dog- 
wood (Cornus florida) is one of these 
and those who plant it freely for 
its spring display will gnd the 
bright red foliage and berries in the 
fall an almost equal joy. 


The sourwood or sorrel tree (Oxy- 


dendron aboreum) is a small native 
tree valued for its summer flower- 
ing habit. In July the racemes, six 
to eight inches long, of white bells 
resembling those of the lily-of-the- 
valley, are most attractive. 
The 


sourwood is also one of the first, trees 
to change color, as early as July be- 
ginning to turn a gorgeous red. 
This tree is a native of the eastern 
United States and should be planted 
in acid soil for successful growth. 


The fringe tree (Chionanthus vir- 


ginica), native from Pennsylvania 
to Texas, is a small tree which has 
many qualities to recommend it for 
garden planting. The white fringe- 
like clusters of flowers are decora- 
tive'in'May with the bearded iris, 
and in the fall the leaves turn a 
bright golden yellow. As a specimen 
tree in a small city garden it is un-. 
excelled, for it endures the smoky 
atmosphere better than most shrubs 
and small trees. 


The native viburnums are out 


standing plants both for floral dis- 
play and for attractive fruits and 
fall foliage. In June the white, flat- 
topped clusters of the maple-leaved 
viburnum (Viburnum acerifolium) or 
dockmackie are showy. These are 
followed by crimson, berrylike fruits 
which turn crimson as the season 
advances.^ In the fall the maplelike 
leaves from which the plant takes 
its common name turn purple and 
then crimson. This is one of the 
most valuable of the viburnums be- 
cause of its ability to thrive in dif- 
ficult places, such as in dry loca- 
tions and in the shade of trees. 


Another 
viburnum 
(Viburnum 


dentatum) is known as the arrow- 
wood. It has white clusters of flow- 
ers similar to those of the maple- 
leaf viburnum. The berries which 
ripen in August and September are 
black and attract many birds, and 
for this reason should be more fre- 
quently planted by bird lovers on 
the home grounds. The autumn col-

Washuigt^n. Nov. 1 (AP).—The 


first 
anniversary- 
Wednesday of 


President Roosevelt's re-election will 
nnd the Chief Executive facing poli- 
tical problems iwfcrseen at the time 
of his victory. 


The Democratic party, which in 


1936 confidently counted the biggest 
party following in history, is threat- 
ened with an internal split. Its mem- 
bers are uncertain whether they will 
be fightins shoulder to shoulder or 
face to face in 1938 nnd 1940. 


The Republican party, overwhelm- 


ed ar.d almost knocked out a yeai 
ago. is rallying for a new fight, al- 
though it too faces internal troubles. 
A record breaking Democratic ma- 
jority in Congress last year watch- 
ed the industrial indices riso and ap- 
parently was ready to enact the 
president's recommendations. 


This week the President is pre- 


paring for a special sesrion of Con- 
g.ess at a time when industrial in- 
dices are dropping. Administration 
leaders are uncertain whether the 
huge congressional majorities w.ll 
approve the President's program or 
k'ck ic overboard. 


Some congressional leaders who 


campaigned with the President in 
193S are off th2 reservation now. Th-j 
President's legislative chieftain of a 
year ago—Senator Joseph T. Robin- 
son, cf Arkansas,—is dead. 


Grgr.rjirea labor. c:ed;t:d Wiih a 


l_rge part in Mr. Roosevelt's re-elec- 
ticn. is so deeply split that one fac- 
tion is fighting the other's political 
candidates.

Despite all these developments, the*' 


FresS-enf s supporters contend he j 
has as much strength r,s ever amcns 
the rank and file of voters. Some are 
talking of supporting him for a third 
term. 


Seme cf the Roosevelt leaders in 


Congress are forecasting that the 
party rift which developed last ses- 
sion will disappear with the ap- 
proach of next year's congression- 
al elections. 
Also encouraging to 


them are negotiations for settlement 
cf labor's dispute. 


Looking back over the trouble- 


crowded year, Democratic chieftains 
cculd trace many of their difficulties

The new machine, making possi- 


ble five or six. hours' sleep a night 
for many sufferers who otherwise 
might twist and turn in discomfort, 
is an electro-static air cleaner. It 
charges the air with 12.000 volts of 
electricity, which in turn wraps it- 
self around the impurities and mag- 
netizes them to a plate within the 
machine, so they cannot drift about 
inside a house, causing trouble. The 
whole precipitating pact, as it is 
called, may be removed and washed. 
In one week the plate at the top of 
the precipitating chamber in the 
machine can collect one-sixteenth of 
an inch of dust which otherwise 
might not even be noticed.

Hsieh Cnin-Yuan, commander of 
the Chinese "Lost Battalion" that 
defied the Japanese for four days in 
a Chapel warehouse-citadel, declar- 
ed today that his men withdrew 
sorrowfully. 


Their two greatest griefs, he told 


the Associated Press in his first in- 
terview since the battalion evacu- 
ated were that they were forced to 
withdraw before sealing the strug- 
gle with their lives and that they 
could not return to the conflict. 


Hsieh—promoted from colonel to 


general in recognition of the feat 
that raised all his men one rank— 
sat in a tiny canvas hut, no larger 
than a pup tent. 


He declared his force of former 


boy soldiers lost only 10 dead, not 
100 as the Japanese have asserted. 


Hsieh, who was the last to leave 


the burning warehouse Saturday to 


I run the gauntlet of Japanese ma- 
chin gun fire, blushed like a child 
when the Associated Press told him 
for the first time that GeneralisslnK 
Chiang Kai-shek had promoted hiir 
to general. 


"But I don't deserve such an hon- 


or," he said. 


"The Japanese are bad marks- 


men," he explained. 
"They fire 


wildly when they are excited." 


Hsieh said the order to evacuate 


came by telephone from Chiang at 
9 p. m. Saturday but that he was 
afraid at first to inform his men be- 
cause he thought they might revolt.

from shock and loss of blood from

Mrs. Lawes, 51, had crawled 125 


feet for aid. 


Mrs. Lawes had been slightly ill 


for some time and last Friday the 
"Sing Sing News," newspaper print- 
ed for the prison's 2.625 Inmates, 
expressed hope of her early recov- 
ery. 


"To us so unfortunate, whatever 


else our stay in Sing Sing has 
meant, whether good or bad. in our 
innermost thoughts we revere and 
in our crude and clumsy way hold 
our foster mother in the place hal- 
lowed from the inception of man. 
on this mundane sphere, for our 
mother," the tribute read. 


"She surpasses the meaning of all 


adjectives which we know and with 
which we would try to tell of her 
bounty and regard for her 'boys.'"
